We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining 
fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  theTown  of  Charlestown,  New 
Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ending  December  31 ,  1983,  as  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statement  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire  at  December 
31 , 1 983,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent 
with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  done  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining  fund 
and  account  group  financial  statements.  The  accompanying  financial  infor 
mation  listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented 
for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined 
financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire.  The 
information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  combined,  combining  fund  and  account  group  financial 
statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation 
to  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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ANNUAL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1984 

This  Department  has  had  an  active  year  in  all  fields  of  Police  functions.  The 
following  is  a  breakdown  of  the  services  performed  in  all  areas  in  the 
community. 

Fingerprints  —  15.  These  prints  were  taken  for  arrests  and  other  activities 
that  require  prints,  also  prints  were  taken  for  employment  and  other  reasons 
for  Town  residents. 

Services  to  Other  Police  Departments  —  330.  This  service  includes  NCIC 
and  License  requests,  motor  vehicle  listings,  taking  into  custody  wanted 
people  by  other  Law  Enforcement  Agencies,  relay  of  subjects  or  paper  work 
between  Departments  and  assisting  any  Police  Agency  in  any  way  they  so 
request. 

Services  to  I  nsurance  Companies  —  80.  This  service  includes  reports  sent  to 
the  insurance  companies  when  they  request  these  for  motor  vehicle  accidents, 
thefts  and  burglaries. 

Family  Services  — 78.  This  service  includes  assisting  the  mentally  disturbed 
persons,  despondent  persons,  family  problems,  domestic  problems  and 
juvenile  situations  within  families. 

Courtesy  Services  —  666.This  service  consists  of  bank  escorts  for  business 
people  of  the  town,  traffic  control  for  weddings,  parades,  church  services, 
funeral  services,  special  town  functions,  delivering  emergency  messages, 
transporting  people  with  disabled  vehicles  for  assistance,  aiding  the  elderly 
who  may  have  fallen  or  any  other  problems  they  may  need  help  with,  checking 
VIN's  on  vehicles  to  assist  the  Town  Clerk  with  registrations,  calling  Mutual  Aid 
to  tone  the  Fire  Department  when  a  fire  call  comes  to  this  department.  This 
year  there  were  25  fire  calls  to  the  Police,  and  Mutual  Aid  was  notified  by  radio 
or  telephone. 

Security  Checks  —  12,783.  This  consists  of  checks  made  on  business  and 
public  buildings  in  town  throughout  the  year  by  the  on  Duty  Officer  insuring 
their  properties  are  secure. 

Private  Home  Security  Checks  —  426.  This  consists  of  a  security  check  sheet 
for  people  who  are  away  on  vacation  or  hospitalized  and  request  their  property 
be  checked  while  they  are  away  to  insure  their  properties  are  secure. 

Bank  Alarms  —  30.  The  department  responds  to  these  alarms  at  the  four 
banks  in  our  jurisdiction  and  these  alarms  are  activated  for  various  reasons  and 
are  installed  in  the  Police  Department. 

Other  Alarms  — 91.  These  alarms  installed  in  our  office,  were  answered 
when  they  were  activated  for  various  reasons  at  local  businesses  and 
buildings. 

Total  Complaints  —  921 .  This  category  included  any  and  all  complaints  that 
are  phoned  into  the  department  or  are  presented  in  person,  excluding  dog 
complaints.  The  department  resolves  these  complaints  and  problems  as  soon 
as  possible  by  the  best  means  possible  to  serve  the  public  and  to  preserve  the 
peace  of  Town. 
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Dog  Complaints  —  443.  These  complaints  were  called  into  the  Police 
Department  and  referred  to  the  Dog  Officer.  If  he  is  unavailable,  the  Duty 
Officer  resolves  the  problem.  These  calls  consist  of  barking  dogs,  stray  dogs, 
dogs  being  a  nuisance  in  gardens  and  yards  and  any  other  complaints  on  dogs. 

This  year  there  were  a  total  of  736  summons,  warnings,  arrests  and  checkups 
issued  in  Charlestown  for  various  incidents.

JUVENILE  REPORT 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  137  Juvenile  cases  handled  by  this 
Department.  The  cases  were  handled  either  through  the  Court  System  or  by 
Diversion  or  by  the  Police  Department  with  the  best  means  to  resolve  the 
situations  for  all  parties  involved. 

MEDICAL  ASSISTANCE 

The  Police  Department  dispatches  the  Charlestown  Ambulance  Service  to 
all  medical  emergencies  and  transfers.  This  year  there  were  242  Ambulances 
dispatched  by  the  Department  for  various  medical  problems  that  occured. 

The  Police  Department  assists  the  ambulance  service  when  ever  possible  as 
the  cruiser,  being  mobile,  can  often  arrive  at  the  scene  of  a  medical  call  prior  to 
the  ambulance  arrival  and  can  also  spot  the  trouble  area  with  cruiser  lights. 
The  cruiser  is  equipped  with  a  resuscitator  and  a  first  aid  kit. 

RESTITUTION 

This  Department  collected  a  total  of  $1,601.54  for  numerous  residents  and 
businesses  in  Town.  These  people  or  businesses  had  been  issued  insufficient 
fund  checks  and/or  had  damage  to  their  property. 

USE  OF  PRIVATE  VEHICLE  MILEAGE 

During  the  year  of  1984,  the  Police  Department  Officers  used  their  private 
vehicles  for  a  total  of  1 ,040  miles.  This  mileage  is  due  to  back  up  calls,  extra 
Holiday  patrols  and  incidents  that  required  more  than  one  Police  Officer  at  a 
time,  and  out  of  town  court  cases.  The  mileage  for  private  vehicles  was  about 
half  of  the  previous  year  due  to  the  fact  we  have  a  back  up  cruiser  to  use  for 
some  of  the  incidents.

CHARLESTOWN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Charlestown  Fire  Department  has  had  a  busy  year  although  we  have 
received  a  few  less  calls.  We  have  had  a  very  good  training  year,  especially  with 
the  new  training  facilities  available  to  us  in  Springfield,  Vermont.  Some  of  the 
firemen  have  taken  extra  training  courses  on  nights  and  weekends  that  have 
been  offered  from  a  number  of  areas,  including  some  from  our  own  department.

ANNUAL  ANIMAL  CONTROL  REPORT 

The  Animal  Control  Officer  answered  430  dog  calls  through  the  year, 
assisted  by  the  Duty  Officer  when  necessary.  When  stray  dogs  are  picked  up 
by  the  Animal  Control  Officer,  he  keeps  the  dogs  at  his  home  for  a  period  of 
three  days  minimum,  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  owners  before  they  are 
transported  to  the  Veterinarian  Clinic  in  Claremont,  N.H.,  where  the  animal  is 
held  for  another  seven  days  in  an  effort  to  locate  the  owner  of  the  animals. 
There  were  10  dogs  taken  to  the  Clinic. 

There  were  thirteen  summons  issued  by  the  Dog  Officer  for  court  appear- 
ances and  these  were  cleared  through  the  Court  system. 

Total  mileage  traveled  by  the  Dog  Officer  on  the  calls  received  for  the  year  is 
2,404  miles. 

There  were  seven  dogs  with  no  known  owner  adopted  this  year  from  the  Dog 
Officer's  care.

Charlestown,  N.H. 
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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Site  plan  reviews  were  made  on  thirty-one  applications  received  during  the 
year.  Four  Dredge  &  Fill  Permit  applications  and  four  Subdivision  applications 
were  reviewed. 

The  Board  held  hearings  on  the  Flood  Plain  Area  Ordinances  and,  with  the 
Selectmen,  initiated  action  to  alleviate  flooding  conditions  in  the  Beaver  Brook 
area  through  surveys,  clearing  and  re-establishing  the  stream  bed.  Work  is  not 
yet  complete. 

A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  on  two  legal  issues;  one  involving  the  Trom- 
bley  property  on  Route  12  and  one  involving  a  lawsuit  against  the  Planning 
Board  and  Town  for  disapproving  in  1980  the  expansion  of  65  more  mobile 
homes  into  Blueberry  Hill  next  to  the  Town  reservoir.  Townspeople  should 
know  that  when  the  Board  makes  such  decisions  approximately  50  hours  of 
court  time  have  been  spent  by  Planning  Board  members  (no  cost  to  Town)  and 
$4,260.00  have  been  spent  on  legal  fees.  It  should  be  said  here  that  almost 
every  action  taken  by  the  Board  has  the  potential  of  ensuing  legal  action  and 
the  laws  adopted  by  the  Town  must  be  carefully  followed. 

A  complete  revision  of  the  format  of  the  Planning  and  Land  Use  Regulations 
in  accordance  with  recently  revised  State  laws  was  accomplished. 

The  Board  reviewed  and  supported  action  taken  by  the  Water  Commission- 
ers to  retain  a  consultant  to  prepare  a  water  system  master  plan.  Major  subdivi- 
sions dependent  on  water  system  hook-ups  are  being  held  in  abeyance  until 
the  plan  is  complete  and  availability  of  water  is  determined  for  certain  areas. 
The  Block  Grant  award  of  $227,950.00  to  the  Town  for  water  system  improve- 
ments will  aid  economic  development  in  industrial  park  areas  designated  by 
the  Town  in  March  1984. 

Bio-Energy  Corporation,  wishing  to  build  a  wood  chip  burning  plant  in  North 
Charlestown  to  generate  electricity,  asked  for  reviews  of  their  proposal  start- 
ing in  September  1984.  Six  meetings  were  held  with  the  company  to  establish 
the  data  needed  by  the  Town  per  the  provisions  of  the  Charlestown  Site  Plan 
Review  Regulations.  The  review  of  the  final  application  must  include  such 
things  as  evaluations  as  to  noise  emissions,  wetland  impact,  lighting,  ease- 
ments for  roads  and  utilities,  signs  and  permits  from  the  State  for  air  emissions, 
vehicle  access,  septic  systems  and  cooling  water  lagoons,  well  drilling,  ash 
disposal,  stack  height  and  use  of  river  water  as  appropriate. 

Finally,  the  Board  wishes  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  office  staff 
under  Mary  Gray  and  particularly  to  Nellie  Mullane,  Planning  Board  secretary, 
for  the  arduous  hours  preparing  volumes  of  minutes  into  understandable 
language.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  seen  the  completion  of  two  long  term 
projects  this  year.  One  is  the  planting  of  approximately  forty  trees  on  Main  St. 
Working  together,  the  Charlestown  Women's  Club  and  the  Conservation 
Commission  laid  out  the  plan  and  helped  raise  money  from  various  sources  to 
purchase  and  plant  crabapple,  little  leaf  linden,  red  oak  and  ginkgo  trees. 
Started  by  the  C.W.C.  as  a  three  year  program,  the  project  was  completed  in 
two  years  in  time  for  our  250th  celebration  in  1985. 

The  second  project  was  the  replacement  of  our  mercury  vapor  and 
incandescent  street  lights  with  lexan  shielded  sodium  vapor  lights.  Working 
with  Granite  State  Electric  we  determined  where  some  changes  and  twelve 
additional  lights  should  be  located  to  improve  safety  both  for  vehicles  and  for 
pedestrians.  We  still  have  concerns  about  the  lighting  at  the  Elementary 
School  and  have  asked  the  Fall  Mt.  School  District  to  address  this  problem  as 
soon  as  possible. 

We  again  sponsored  Green-Up  Day  with  the  help  of  the  Scouts,  the  4-H 
groups  and  other  town  organizations.  As  always,  this  effort  points  up  the  need 
for  a  Bottle  Bill  in  N.H. 

In  the  late  spring  we  were  asked  by  the  Selectmen  to  work  with  Leon  Geil,  our 
county  engineer,  to  find  a  solution  to  the  flooding  problems  in  the  Michael  Ave. 
area  of  Beaver  Brook.  Houses  had  been  built  in  an  area  that  is  now  designated 
as  a  flood  plain.  There  was  a  question  whether  some  of  the  culverts  were 
properly  sized  and  placed  for  adequate  water  flow.  A  survey  has  been  made 
and  elevations  determined  through-out  the  area  to  use  as  a  guide  so  that 
proper  measures  will  be  taken  to  alleviate  the  problems.  We  have  recom- 
mended that  all  culverts  be  checked  and  cleaned  out  regularly. 

I  n  addition,  we  have  had  a  survey  made  of  the  property  the  Town  owns  in  the 
Hall's  Pond  area,  reviewed  a  number  of  dredge  and  fill  permits,  explored  three 
of  our  wetlands  (in  Dean  Hill  area,  the  Burma  Rd.  area  and  along  Sam  Putnam  Rd.) 
and  toured  our  scenic  roads.  We  also  worked  with  the  Conn.  River  Watershed 
Council  to  put  on  a  dinner  and  program  at  Fort  #4  for  the  canoists  who  were 
travelling  400  miles  down  the  Connecticut  River  to  promote  clean  water  and 
good  use  of  the  river. 

Our  members  attended  many  Planning  Board  meetings  as  well  as  work 
shops.  The  need  for  protection  of  our  water  resources  is  becoming  more 
evident.  It  is  now  a  major  concern  throughout  the  state.  Already  some  towns 
have  adopted  ordinances  to  help  protect  both  the  quality  and  the  quantity  of 
their  water  resources. 

As  your  Conservation  Commission  we  will  continue  to  work  to  keep  your 
town  a  safe,  scenic  and  healthful  place  to  live.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

During  the  1984  year,  the  Recreation  Commission  continued  to  provide 
various  activities  for  all  ages. 


RECREATION  DIRECTOR:  David  Brodeur  served  as  Rec  Director  from  Janu- 
ary to  August.  His  program  included  5th-6th  grade  Girls  and  Boys  Basketball, 
open  basketball,  open  volleyball  and  for  the  first  time,  a  Charlestown  Co-ed 
Volleyball  League.  He  was  also  involved  in  the  aerobics  program  in  the  winter 
and  also  new  this  year,  aerobics  at  the  swimming  pool.  He  also  ran  the  T-ball 
Baseball  League. 

In  October,  we  hired  two  part-time  Directors,  Sharon  Murray  and  Tim 
Nichols.  They  are  currently  running  the  same  programs  that  Dave  started.  In 
1985,  we  hope  to  start  new  programs  including  a  Co-ed  Softball  Tournament, 
Flag  Football  league  and  a  pee-wee  soccer  league. 

WINTER  CARNIVAL:  The  Patch  Park  Commission  and  Recreation  Commis- 
sion brought  back  the  Winter  Carnival  to  Charlestown  in  1984  for  the  first  time 
since  the  late  1 950's.  The  Carnival  brought  an  estimated  400  people  to  its  many 
events.  The  events  included  Cross  Country  skiing,  sliding,  a  snow  sculpture 
contest,  a  Broom  Hockey  Tournament,  a  dance,  downhill  skiing,  and  a  skating 
exhibition. 

RECREATION  ACTIVITIES:  There  are  many  other  recreational  activities  that 
can  be  enjoyed  by  the  Charlestown  Residents.  The  Charlestown  Swim  Team 
had  an  outstanding  year,  they  won  the  Twin  State  Valley  Meet  for  the  first  time. 
Participation  in  the  swim  team  has  increased  greatly. 

The  Jr.  Baseball  League  continued  it's  tradition  of  supplying  excellent  base- 
ball coaching  and  involvement  for  any  interested  Residents.  Kids  from  age  8  to 
15  were  actively  involved. 

Other  activities  that  are  not  funded  by  the  Town  of  Charlestown  but  are 
available  in  Charlestown  are  Hang-gliding,  3-wheeler  races,  model  airplane 
flying.  Men's  Soccer,  Boating  on  the  Connecticut  River,  indoor  tennis,  snow- 
mobiling  and  other  activities  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Charlestown  is  blessed  with  year  round  activities  for  anyone  who  wants  to  be 
involved  in  recreation. 

PATCH  PARK:  1984  saw  the  Grand  Opening  of  Patch  Park.  Although  it  was 
only  used  minimally  in  1984  (due  to  the  rainy  spring,  construction  was  slowed). 
Patch  Park  held  the  Winter  Carnival,  soccer  games  and  a  baseball  game. 
Construction  included  backstops  for  the  Baseball  Fields  and  Dugouts. 

The  sizeable  donation  from  the  Connecticut  River  Bank,  Lions  Club,  and 
Rotary  are  greatly  appreciated. 

Patch  Park  Trust  is  set  up  to  use  private  donations  and  matching  funds  to 
develop  the  Park.  All  Donations  are  Tax  Deductible  and  appreciated. 

Patch  Park  Commission  has  currently  applied  for  Federal  matching  funds  to 
build  a  Bandshell,  restrooms,  concession  stand  and  storage  area.  Construc- 
tion of  the  building  will  hopefully  begin  in  the  spring  of  1985. 

SWIMMING  POOL:  Our  highly-qualified  staff  provided  expert  lessons  for 
many  of  Charlestown's  youths.  These  youngsters  expanded  their  swimming 
skills.  The  pool  was  again  used  by  the  Swim  Team  for  practices  and  meets.

Dear  Selectmen: 

Enclosed  you  will  find  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services'  report  to 
the  town  of  Charlestown  for  the  period  beginning  October  1 , 1 983  and  ending 
September  30,  1984.  The  statistical  report  portrays  the  home  health  services 
provided  to  your  residents  by  our  staff  from  the  Fall  Mountain  Branch  of  the 
agency.  The  financial  information  provided  identifies  the  expenses  and 
income  associated  with  the  provision  of  free  services. 

As  you  know,  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services  did  not  request  an 
increase  in  your  tax  appropriation  last  year.  This  past  year's  activity,  however, 
makes  it  necessary  to  request  $24,699.40,  an  overall  increase  of  10%  or  to 
develop  a  new  arrangement  for  services,  such  as  a  purchase  of  service  agree- 
ment, that  might  prove  more  cost  efficient  for  your  town  and  our  agency,  as 
well. 

We  fully  recognize  that  an  increase  of  10%  is  significant  for  Charlestown  and 
we  also  know  that  a  10%  increase  in  appropriation  may  well  not  fully  cover  the 
expenses  associated  with  our  services.  Our  statistics  indicate  that  the  demand 
for  home  health  care  as  the  main  alternative  to  institutional  care  will  certainly 
increase  over  the  next  years,  as  will  the  costs  of  providing  it. 

We  would  like  to  make  ourselves  available  in  the  near  future  to  discuss  our 
request  or  alternative  approaches  if  that  seems  appropriate. 

Thank  you  for  your  consideration  of  these  crucial  issues  related  to  the 
continuation  of  home  care  services  in  your  community.

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SOLID  WASTE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

1 984  was  a  very  successful  year  for  the  Town  of  Charlestown  in  its  attempt  to 
solve  the  solid  waste  disposal  problenns.  The  following  three  events  occurred 
last  year. 

1 .  The  hydrogeologic  study  of  the  present  landfill  was  initiated  in  the  fall.  This 
study  will  tell  us  the  degree  of  problems  with  our  landfill  and  what  must  be 
done  to  correct  these  problems.  Information  will  be  available  by  Spring. 

2.  Transfer  Station  site  plan  approval  was  given  by  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  by  the  Charlestown  Planning  Board.  These  approvals  allow 
Charlestown  to  build  the  Transfer  Station  in  1985. 

3.  Charlestown  received  approval  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  transfer 
and  haul  its  solid  waste  out  of  Charlestown.  This  was  a  major  accomplish- 
ment, which  was  made  possible  through  the  vote  to  withdraw  from  the 
Sullivan  County  Waste  Disposal  District  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting. 

In  summary,  Charlestown  has  all  the  necessary  approvals  to  set  up  a 
Transfer  Station  and  begin  hauling  waste.  The  plans  are  that  we  will  build  the 
Transfer  Station  this  summer  and  begin  hauling  our  waste  in  the  fourth  quarter 
of  1985. 

The  cost  of  solid  waste  disposal  will  increase  for  Charelstown  residents,  as  it 
will  increase  for  all  residents  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  However,  as  a 
result  of  the  foresight  of  our  Selectmen  and  in  particular,  a  respected  citizen, 
Alec  Luce,  Charlestown  will  avoid  increasing  the  already  potentially  high  costs 
of  closing  the  present  landfill.  As  we  continue  to  pollute  the  ground,  our  costs 
to  correct  this  pollution  increase  substantially.  Therefore,  we  must  get  on  with 
building  our  Transfer  Station. 

Finally,  thanks  are  due  the  Solid  Waste  Committee  members  for  their  time 
and  efforts  put  into  this  project.  The  dedicated  members  are:  Clyde  Hunt, 
Louise  Hinchliffe,  Cedric  Fisk,  John  Putnam,  Paul  St.  Pierre  and  Jack  Brannon.

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UPPER  VALLEY-LAKE  SUNAPEE  COUNCIL 
YEAR-END  REPORT 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary 
association  of  towns  and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley  and  Lake  Sunapee  areas. 
Our  thirty-one  (31)  communities  are  in  two  states  and  five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff.  Each 
town  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  operation  and  sends 
two  representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  elects 
officers,  adopts  the  annual  work  program  and  budget,  and  develops  policies 
and  postions  on  issues  that  are  important  to  UV-LSC  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization  that 
brings  towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  together  and 
pooling  their  resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly  trained,  professional 
staff  available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  services.  Areas  of  expertise  include 
land  use  planning,  master  planning,  economic  and  community  development, 
water  quality  management,  transportation,  landscape  architecture,  housing, 
capital  budgeting,  historic  preservation,  downtown  revitalization,  solid  waste 
planning,  recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis.  The  Coun- 
cil also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for  these  towns  and  cities  in  dealings  with 
state  and  federal  governments,  thereby  protecting  and  furthering  the  needs 
and  interests  of  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  continued  to  expand  its  staff  capabilities  over  the  past  year. 
Staff  members  include  Robert  Varney,  Executive  Director;  Vicki  Smith,  Senior 
Planner;  Lisa  Mausolf,  Historic  Preservation  Specialist;  Gregg  Lantos,  Trans- 
portation Planner;  Tad  Redway,  Landscape  Architect  and  Planner;  Melinda 
Artman,  Community  Development  Coordinator;  John  Olmstead,  Housing 
Rehabilitation  Specialist;  Susan  Elder,  Economic  Development  Specialist;  Lee 
Ann  Scully,  Assistant  Planner;  Jim  Klinger,  Draftsman;  and  Barbara  Belloir, 
Jeanne  Riley  and  Lori  Brown,  Secretaries.  These  staff  members  have  greatly 
expanded  the  level  and  range  of  expertise  available  to  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  of  regional  programs  during 
the  past  year.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  some  of  our  regional 
activities: 

•  provided  administrative  and  planning  services  to  the  Upper  Valley  Solid 
Waste  District,  a  bi-state  district  with  15  member  communities; 

•  developed  regional  septage  management  plans  which  will  become  compo- 
nents of  the  solid  waste  plans  for  the  Sullivan  County,  Upper  Valley  and 
Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  Districts. 

•  prepared  a  regional  transportation  development  plan  and  participated  on 
regional  transportation  advisory  committees  (Lebanon  Regional  Airport, 
Advance  Transit); 

•  continued  the  regional  historic  preservation  program,  including  historic 
surveys,  national  register  nominations  and  historic  preservation  plans; 

•  established  the  Sullivan  County  Economic  Development  Program  to  retain 
and  expand  employment  opportunities  in  Sullivan  County; 

•  completed  phase  one  of  the  Lake  Sunapee  Management  Plan,  including 
survey  of  all  properties  around  the  Lake; 
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•  co-sponsored  a  successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day, 
groundwater  protection  seminar  and  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series; 

•  provided  economic,  population,  housing  and  other  data  to  communities, 
organizations,  banks,  real  estate  firms  and  consultants  for  use  in  fiscal 
studies,  market  analyses  and  grant  applications. 

As  requested  by  communities,  the  Council  prepared  applications  for  state 
and  federal  funds,  evaluated  development  proposals,  prepared  amendments  to 
local  zoning,  subdivision,  site  plan  review  and  other  local  regulations  and 
provided  mapping,  drafting  and  other  planning  assistance. 

The  UVLSC  has  provided  a  number  of  specific  services  to  the  Town  of 
Charlestown  over  the  past  year.  In  the  Spring,  the  Council  prepared  and 
secured  a  $1 5,000  Land  and  Water  Conservation  grant  for  the  construction  of  a 
bandstand  in  Patch  Park  as  well  as  preparing  the  follow-up  environmental 
impact  assessment  required  by  State  and  Federal  law.  The  Council  obtained 
an  $8,000  feasibility  study  and  a  $228,000  grant  on  behalf  of  the  Town  for  the 
formulation  of  an  industrial  development  strategy  and  physical  improvements 
to  the  Town's  water  system.  The  industrial  development  strategy  has  been 
completed  and  includes  a  conceptual  design  for  the  development  of  a  new 
industrial  park,  a  proposed  concept  for  making  physical  and  visual  improve- 
ments in  the  Town  Center,  as  well  as  an  attitudinal  survey  of  the  Charlestown 
business  community.  The  Council  has  also  conducted  an  analysis  of  septage 
disposal  problems  in  Charlestown  and  is  currently  coordinating  efforts  to 
devise  a  strategy  for  reducing  the  problem  of  solid  waste  disposal  in  the  Upper 
Valley  Solid  Waste  District,  of  which  Charelstown  is  a  member. 

The  Council's  staff  of  professionals  stands  ready  to  assist  your  community  in 
addressing  the  planning  and  growth  management  issues  which  you  will  face 
during  the  coming  year.  We  also  encourage  you  to  become  more  familiar  and 
involved  with  the  Council,  since  we  are  essentially  an  arm  of  local  government 
addressing  your  needs. 
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TOWN  HALL  REPORT 

The  following  work  was  completed  last  year  (1984)  in  your  Town  Hall. 

Two  new  floors  were  installed  and  refinished.  The  floors  in  two  of  the  toilet 
areas  were  refinished  and  one  of  the  toilet  areas  was  fireproofed  with%-inch 
sheetrock.  A  third  floor  in  the  former  ticket  office  was  refinished  as  were  all  of 
the  stair  treads. 

The  new  fire  exit  is  now  complete  and  ready  for  use  with  only  touch  up  work 
required  for  a  final  project. 

Fifteen  eight-man  tables  were  purchased  and  made  town  property.  The  old 
bulletin  boards  which  were  on  the  front  of  the  hall  have  been  completely  rebuilt 
and  they  are  ready  for  reinstallation. 

Fund  drives  during  the  past  summer  furnished  the  necessary  money  to 
purchase  all  materials  needed  and  to  rent  the  necessary  equipment  for  sanding 
the  floors.  All  of  the  above  was  completed  at  no  expense  to  the  town.  At  town 
expense  new  exit  lights  were  installed  and  the  exterior  of  the  building  was 
painted  down  to  the  base  of  the  eaves  as  agreed  upon  in  March  (1984).  The 
work  went  far  beyond  that  which  was  agreed  upon  thanks  to  Joy  Mfg.  Co.,  who 
furnished  a  mobile  platform  to  work  from— this  saved  hours  of  time  and 
allowed  a  much  greater  area  to  be  painted.  This  work  will  continue  in  1985  with 
a  completion  date,  hopefully,  prior  to  the  Old  Home  Day  event. 

The  American  Legion  and  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary,  The  Charlestown 
Rotary  Club  and  all  the  members  of  the  4— H  Clubs,  the  Jaycee  Women  and  the 
many  individuals  such  as  James  Sauchuk,  Pamela  Manley,  Richard  Rumrill, 
Donald  LaBerge,  Donald  Bigelow  and  the  Pan  Handlers  Restaurant  as  well  as 
Carol's  Restaurant  are  all  singled  out  for  a  special  word  of  thanks.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  service  of  Jack  Brannon  saved  the  town  a  considerable  sum 
of  money.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Luce  are  also  to  be  commended. 

Fund  raising  events  included  a  one-man  band  show  with  Al  Gould,  an 
auction,  a  trade  show,  a  performance  by  the  Keene  Swingers,  a  mini  street  fair 
as  well  as  two  food  sales  by  the  American  Legion  Auxiliary  and  the  sale  of  iris 
bulbs  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Luce  and  a  Christmas  sale. 

New  fund  raising  programs  are  planned  for  this  year  by  your  Town  Hall 
Committee  in  order  to  continue  the  work  on  your  Town  Hall.  A  tentative  goal  is 
set  for  $2,500  which  equals  the  amount  raised  during  the  past  year.  Your  help  in 
this  area  will  be  most  gratefully  appreciated.
